N ear K oeppen ’s g reen hau se, on 
Sou th M on iteau street, Hen derson 
was accosted by two men , who 
deman ded that he pass ov er to them 
w h at mon ey he had in his posses­ 
sion . 
N ot comply in g promptly , 
the 
robbers threw Hen derson to the 
g rou n d, an d threaten ed to kill him 
^ if he made the least ou tcry . 
On « of the men then sat u pon 
his head, while the secon d sat 
u pon his feet. 
H e was u n able to 
mov e, an d while in this position 
the man at his head w en t throu g h 
his pockets an d took therefrom 9 0 
cen ts, all the mon ey Hen derson 
had u pon his person , an d also took 
his cap. 
The job fin ished, Hen derson was 
adv ised to proceed home withou t 
apprisin g an y on e of w hat 
had 
taken place, an d he did as di­ 
rected. 
The hold-u p was n ot reported 
dow n -tow n u n til 
this morn in g , 
bu t there is scarcely an y probabil­ 
ity of the arrest of the robbers, as 
Hen derson can n ot g iv e an y thin g 
like an accu rate 
description of 
them, he n ot ev en bein g able to 
say whether they were white or 
black.

an exchange, that 4,000,ocx) people 
are in receipt of the pitiful dole 
know n 
as 
“ government 
relief” 
does not give an idea of the situa­ 
tion, for while 4,000,000 people 


are in receipt of relief it may be 
set down as 
certain 
that many 
times that number receive no succor 
at all and are consequently doomed 
to death by starvation. 
The trou­ 
ble is not with the Indian govern­ 
ment, which has not the vast sums 
of money which would be required 
to supply food for millions of peo­ 
ple, but with the system which 
has, ever since C liv e ’s time, ex­ 
torted the last possible rupee from 
the 
wretched 
natives, 
leaving 
them resourceless in emergencies 
like the present. 
The fate of mil­ 
lions of Hindoos who, in the last 
150 years, have starved to death as 
the direct result of British greed 
constitutes the 
most tremendous 
indictment for 
murder 
that the 
world has ever known. 


R A IL W A Y MAIL SERVICE. 


T h e frugality which impels mil­ 
lionaires to perjure themselves in 
order to avoid the 
payment of 
taxes, says the Chicago Republi­ 
can, is not confined to any one 
locality nor to any country. 
In 
this land of freedom— even in this 
city— we see gentlemen reputed to 
be habitual coupon 
clippers ap­ 
pearing before the board of review 
and swearing that they are upon 
the verge of starvation. 
In Ger­ 
many tax-dodging is more risky 
business, but even there it is de­ 
clared 
that 
the 
tax-gatherer 
is 
evaded to a very considerable ex- 
tent by the extremely lich men. 
In England we have just seen the 
late duke of Westminster’s estate 
declared at £‘504,229, though it is 
notorious 
that its 
real value 
is 
nearer .£14,000,000. 
The object, 
of course, is to dodge the inheri­ 
tance tax. 
A ll this perjury is con­ 
fined to personal property taxes, 
because real estate, as the single­ 
taxers truly say, can’ t be hidden 
from the assessor. 
The question 
is whether the single-taxers’ rem­ 
edy of concentrating all taxation 
upon real property wouldn’ t make 
make matters worse by encourag­ 
ing very rich men to convert all, 
or most, of their belongings into 
personalty.

W h y not, asks the 
Portland

Th e ex pansion of mail service by 
rail is illustrated by th e facts th at, 
in th e y ear 18 3 kth e re were 7 5 miles 
of railroad in th e United States on 
wh ich mails were carried, and now 
th ere are 17 4,7 7 7 . 
Of mail of all 
classes distributed by railway postal 
clerks, th ere were in 18 9 8 12,225,- 
7 00,220 pieces of second-class mail 
(newsjiapers). 
Th ere were in 18 9 8 , 
not including free in country , 33h ,- 
120,338 pounds. 
Each of tlie pieces

Its Claims to Usefulness in the World of 
Nature. 


Kverv housewife knows onlv too 
% 
^ 
well of what extraordinary mischief 
these little insects are capable, and 
how, even in a few 
weeks’ 
time, 
clothes which have been carelessly put 
away will be perforated in a score of 
places by the hung ry 
caterpillars, 
whose tracks are plainly visible run ­ 
ning from hole to hole. But no crea­ 
ture is without its g ood points, and 
even the troublesome clothes moths 
have something to he said in 
their 
favor. They are reallv verv beautiful 
little insects, for instance, in s})iie 
of their ding y coloring . 'I’his sounds 
like a contradiction, hut it is not so 
in reality, for somber thoug h tlieir 
hues may he, one has only, to place 
a clothes moth under the microsco})e 
in order to perceive its beauty. Only 
a short time before these lines were 
written 1 caug ht one of these moths 
in iny study, and,, wisliing to exam­ 
ine it, damped a strip of g lass and 
presse(| the moistened part g ently 
ag ainst the surface of its wing s. When 
I looked at this tliroiig li the micro­ 
scope the sig ht was really a mobt ex­ 
quisite one. In the center of the little 
g ray patch .were 
thousands 
upon 
thousands of liny scales, each shaped 
like a battledore deprived of its han­ 
dle, and marked by 
five 
delicate 
ridg es running along it from base to 
tip, while all around were thousands 
more of much long er and more slen­ 
der scales, each of which split up 
near the extremity into three hairlike 
plumes. 
A nd over all these scales, 
as the lig ht shifted, rainbow 
tints 
were playing . 
Beauty by itself, how­ 
ever, would be but a small recom­ 
mendation, and the clothes moth can 
lay claim to usefulness as well. 
In 
our houses it is a nuisance; out of 
doors it has a work to do and docs it. 
W hat becomes of the hair which is 
woven into so many birds’ nests wlien 
the nests themselves are 
desi'rted? 
T he clothes moth destroy it, and the 
nests, which otherwise would cumber 
the branches of the trees for years, 
are enabled to fall to pieces. 
W hat 
becomes of the wool which slieej) rah 
off upon thorns an djiush es? 
The 
clothes moths destroy it. 
Wliat be- 
comes of the plumag e of dead birds 
and tlie hair on the skin of dead ani­ 
mals? 
Tlie clothes moths 
destroy 
them. 
These little creatures have 
their uses after all. 
They belong to 
the g reat army of nature’s scaveng ers 
whose task it is to remove all dead 
and useless matter, and it is only when 
they trespass into his dwelling that 
they become the enemies of man.— 
Church Jlonthly. 


DANIEL WEBSTER. 


The Mag niflcent Phy sique of the Great 
American Orator. 


Where a m an’s mere physique is so 
mag nificent th at it is two-tliirds of 
the battle, why should l.e make a long 
speech? 
W hy shouldn’t he present 
what he has to say in the simplest 
possible manner? And that mag nifi­ 
cent simplicity g ave him (Webster) a 
larg e portion of his power and saved 
him from the necessity of rhetorical 
nourishes— almost too much. When 
my old schoolmate, Jam es 
Russell 
Lowc'll— one of the most hriiliant 
and penetrating of Americans— after 
Webster’s death, was to write a crit­ 
ical essay on him, I remember he was 
surprised in reading over hisspeeclies 
to find what a commonplace man he 
was, and he said th a t if anybody hut 
Webster had said those thing s, they 
would have made little impression. 
Once, at a P h i Beta K appa oration, 
which E dw ard Everett was g iving at 
Cambridg e, in the midst of one of 
those elaborately and exquisitely bal­ 
anced periods, there suddenly swelled 
up a subdued roar of applause among 
th a t cultivated audience, and I looked 
up to see wiTat had happened. There 
I saw Mr. Webster coming from the 
backg round, with his majestic fig ure, 
strong , solid, massive, with g reat lu­ 
minous black eyes, and a face of such 
massive streng th and power that yon 
felt the mere presence of it was enoug h 
to applaud. 
A nd as this applause 
hushed the words of the orator, who 
was speaking of the infiuence of the 
Greek and L atin classics in the world 
and their continued importance, he 
looked up, saw Mr. W ebster,and said: 
“ Tell us, sir, if this is not true, yon 
—F» Vj*i» w bflttar than anyon* else?”

HEAT FROM THE STARS. 


Felt OQ the Earth and Measured by the 
Radiometer. 
A radiometer for measuriiig the 
heal radiation of the stars hai> been 
tested at the Yerkes observatory. 
Tiie iDstrumenl is the outcome of the 
work of 
Mr. K. F. Nichols^ of D art­ 
mouth colleg e. 
It consisted of a sus­ 
pension system formed of two mica 
disks, each 
2 mm. diameter, black­ 
ened on the face, and supported by a 
lig ht cross arm on eitlior side of a thin 
g lass staff, hung by an exceeding ly 
tine quartz iiher in a partial vacuum. 
Both vanes were exposed to the radia­ 
tion of the skv at th e focus of a sil- 
vered g lass mirror of 24 iuches aper­ 
ture, fed with lig ht by a siderostat 
outside. 
The rays entered the radi­ 
ometer throug h a small window made 
of fluorite. 
With the apparatus so 
arrang ed, a dcllcction of 0.1 
mm. 
would he g iven by a candle 15 miles 
dist-ant, neg lecting lo>s by reflection 
and atm(.).-pheric absorj)tion. The re­ 
sults obtained showed that stellar 
heat radiation was distinctly detect-

Queensberry

govern. 
T he men and the club 
are each 
to put up a forfeit of $5, 000. Bids 
for the fight w ill be 
opened at 8 
p. m , March 19, by 
A1 Smith, at 
the Hotel Delevan, in N e w Y o r k 
city, and the club offering the best 
inducements will receive the award 
at that time. 
Sharkey thus tells how he ex­ 
pected to whip Fitzsimmons when 
they m e e t: 
“ F itz may resort to long range 
fighting and try to jab me with his 
left. 
T hat is just where I live- 
I 
can get by his long arms, even if I 
have to take a punch to do it, and 
then at close quarters I shall get a 
wallop over on his jaw. 
If I land 
all right it will be all over with 
F iiz. 
“ I shall rush him and he is too 
frail to withstand it. 
In the rush 
^ h i s long arms w ill go over my head 
or around my neck and then I shall 
rip right and left to his body. 
He 
can’t 
stand 
many 
of 
the 
solia 
punches I can send into him in this 
w ay, and when in a rally I fiud I 
have him a bit weak or winded, I 
can finish him with a jar on the 
jaw . 
“ Fitz is quick, I \vill admit, and 
has a good trick of stopping 
a 
straight left lead by throwing 
it 
up with his left arm, and w h ile 
the other fellow ’s side is stretched 
and exposed driving his right to 
the solar plexus with all the in­ 
coming swing of his body. 
This 
was how he pul out Jim Corbett. 
But he can’ t do that with me. 
“ If Bob lifts a straight lead of 
mine that w ay I shall bring my 
left out and down over his block 
and hook it into his kidneys before 
he can land 
his 
right. 
I 
have 
practiced this blow. 
“ I w o n ’ t allow Fitz to fight me 
at long range. 
I shall be coming 
in all the time, and I know he 
can’ t hold me off. 
I can send a 
blow with just as much force when 
m y fist only travels a few inches 
as I can if I swing it twice the 
length of my arm. 
“ I get the power by lifting the 
jolt in from the toe up and sw ing­ 
ing the shoulder with it just as it 
lands. 
That kind off fighting will 
bother Fitz and he will be unable 
to block it, 
“ Fitz has a habit of throwing 
his shoulder up alongside bis jaw

“ W hen sparring off Fitz often 
uses a straight left jab for the face. 
I can sidestep this, and while go­ 
ing b y him sw ing my left to his 
jaw or stomach. 
This blow I can 
deliver with 
fearful force— force

to

F itz ’ 
guard, if he gets it ready in time. 
“ T a k in g it all in all, I shall keep
